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REMARKS 

Claims 1 5-34 are pending in the application. 
Claims 28-31 and 34 are allowed. 

Claims 15-21, 25-26, and 32-33 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 15-16 and 20-22 of U.S. Patent 6,404,426 
(Weaver). Claims 22-24 are also rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 16 of U.S. Patent 6,404,426 (Weaver) in view of U.S. 
Patent 6,026,179 (Brett). As noted in the Office Action, a timely filed terminal disclaimer in 
compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.321(c) may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection 
based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground if the conflicting patent is commonly owned with 
this application. Submitted with this response is a Terminal Disclaimer submitted by the owner of 
this application and U.S. Patent 6,404,426 (Weaver). Thus, Claims 15-26 and 32-33 are now 
allowable. 

Claim 27 was objected to as being dependent upon rejected base Claim 15. As Claim 15 is 
now allowable, Claim 27 is also allowable.
